Eighteen hundred and six dairy 
cows were tested in Tehama 
County 
during the month of 


M a r c h through the Tehama 
County Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Dissociation. These cows 
averaged 954 pounds of milk 
produced with an average of 39 
pounds of butterfat, farm advi- 
sor Ken Ellis reported this 
week. 


Among cows completing their 
lactation 
periods during the 


month of March two cows from 
the Wayne Early herd of Los 
Molinos topped the 700 pound 
butterfat production 
record. 


Connie, a Jersey in her sixth 
lactation, 
produced 
822.3 


pounds of butterfat and 13,- 
690 pounds of milk in a 305 
day period; while Iris, a Jer- 
sey also in her sixth lactation 
produced 725.7 pounds of but- 
terfat and 12,900 pounds of 
milk. 
Joe Costa, of Gerber, had the 
top heifers among those com- 
pleting their first lactation in 
March. Costa's Holstetn No. 46 
produced 648.6 pounds of but- 
terfat with 18,080 pounds of 
milk; while No. 24 In the Cos- 
ta herd produced 641.8 pounds 
of butterfat and 18,850 pounds 
milk In 305 days. Costa's No. 
1 heifer produced 620.4 pounds 
of fat in 16,610 pounds of milk.

SAN FRANCISCO — An en- 


tlrely new concept of steer eval« 
uation aimed at selecting show 
ring steers that best satisfy 
all segments of the beef cattle 
industry will be introduced at 
the 1969 Grand National Live- 
stock Exposition, according to 
George W. Strathearn, general 
manager of the Cow Palace. 


The Grand National, which 


will be celebrating its Silver 
Anniversary this year, will run 
from Oct 24 through Nov. 2. 


"There is a question as to 


whether or not the show ring 
steer can carry his winnings 
through the packingplant," said 
Strathearn. 
"The producer, 


stocker, feeder and packer must 
all be In the profit picture with 
the retailer, or the final judg» 
ing results will be out of focus 
with the eventual value of the 
carcass". 


A number of changes will aid 


judges in selection champion 
steers that are desirable to tht 
beef raiser, feeder, packer, but* 
cher and to the housewife, who 
is the final authority, stated 
Strathearn. 


"We're talking about 'red 


meat,' not bulk," he continued. 
Champion steers of the past 
were selected for their fat and 
finish; with this new system, 
the champions will have better 
conformation with a high per* 
centage of lean to fat. 


"We want the best possible 


animals for all segments of the 
beef 
industry involved with 


bringing the steer from birth 
to the dinner table. What is de- 
sired by the housewife—good 
meat, little fat—should before- 
most on the minds of every, 
one, from producer to feeder 


to butcher, so that all may re- 
ceive greater profits." 


A new Cow Palace score- 


card, formulated by a special 
Grand National Committee, will 
be used to grade steers for 
breed type, feet and legs, gen- 
erally desirable beef-producing 
characteristics as well as de- 
sirable finish and quality. The 
perfect live animal will be rated 
100 per cent. 


A Grand Champion and Re- 


serve Grand Champion will be 
selected in the show ring under 
the American system, and all 
steers will sell at auction as 
in the past. 


First consideration in judging 


the carcasses of the top steers 
will be the percentage of red 
meat. Then the carcasses will 
be evaluated on their overall 
quality, which includes marbU 
ing, 
texture, color, firmness 


and general desirability of the 
beef. 


The carcass weight-per-day- 


of-age will be computed for each 
steer, with compensating fact- 
ors used for the older animals 
which grow slower per-day-of- 
age as they reach maturity. 


These formula factors of car. 


cass cutability, quality, carcass 
weight-per-day-of-age 
and the 


live score will be computed to 
determine the placings in sel. 
ecting the 
"super" steers. 


Another Grand National in- 


novation will be to "hot iron 
brand" the steers in the regtfe 
lar halter show with the Grand 
National brand, so the steer's 
identity can be more accur- 
ately preserved through the kik 
ling floor of a slaughterhouse. 
Also, steers must be shownwith 
a smooth clip.

"I'm very 
grateful to Mr. Gano; he has 
encouraged my efforts and said 
as long as I have the project 
I can rent the land," Peter said. 
He goes by his middle name to 
avoid confusion with his father's 
name. 


Looking over the efficient

«x»« involved in his project 
shows a young boy can accom- 
plish much with well channeled 
energy and ambition. 


Peter flashed a happy smile 


of satisfaction Wednesday when 
he returned from Orland, where 
he sold 29 head of pigs for 
$608.40. He sold them to live- 
stock buyer Dave Wadsworth 
and 
his pigs 
averaged 87 


pounds each. He received about 
$20.90 for each pig. 


He's receiving valuable exper- 


ience raising the pigs, plus 
practical business experience. 
Peter has his own checking ac- 
count and the money he has is 
his own. 
The hard working 


young man also helps his father 
with the 2,500 sheep they have 
on leased land about 24 miles 
from their home, and irrigation 


of a prune orchard at their 
home. 
How did he suddenly become 
interested in pigs? The project 
started from the idea of having 
a 
project near his h*m*. 


Peter's Corning High School ag- 
ricultural 
teacher,

Duchi, encouraged and helped 
him get started. 


"It took about three weeks to 


«V»*r oft the bottom land where 
Mine 
old posts, 
aawrtod 


lumber and sheet iron lay to 
make a hog pen. I burned the 
old lumber and used some of 
the posts and sheet Iron in con- 
struction," he said. 
Peter built three sheds from 


lumber and sheet iron on the 
rented land. Each one can house 
about 50 pigs. He has Duroc, 
a red pig; Yorkshire, a white 
pig, and Hampshire, black and 
white. 
He also put up about 


203 yards of fencing in two 
fences. 


He built his swine project up 
from three sows and one boar. 
After his recent sales, he has 
14 sows and 120 pigs left. 
Another part of the project is 
the grainery. He reconditioned 
an old feed grinder. 
He built 


two large box-like bins made 
from half-inch plyboards. The 
two 
boxes can hold 1,800 


pounds of ground feed for the 
pigs. One box has barley and 
alfalfa hay; the other has bar- 
ley, corn and alfalfa hay. 


Peter constructed a farrowing 


pen in an old garage near the 
house. He explained: "I built 
these pens myself. These will 
handle three sows and the young 
pigs. 
The pens are equipped 


with Infra ray heat lamps to 
provide warmth for the pigs. 
You must be sure the young pigs 
go to the mother for first milk 
after birth and be sure they are 
warm." 


The young pigs remain in the 


farrowing pens two woeks. The 
animals are taken out to tha 
field then, kept there for six 
more weeks and then weaned. 


"The first food for the young 


animals is pig feed starter, a 


food containing protein and min- 
erals. The pig» each recoiv* 
approximately one -haU pound of 
feed daily and drink water. 
After six-eight weeks, I wean 
the pigs and then put them on 
barley and corn. The animals 
eat alfalfa hay and feed on pas- 
ture until individual weight re- 
aches 60-80 pounds. 


Pigs weighing 30-60 pounds 


are 
weaners; 60-80 pounds, 


feeders; 80-100 pounds, small 
butcher 
hogs 
and 100-240 


pounds, butcher hogs. 
Peter 


sells his animals when they 
are feeders. 


He feels that pigs are basic- 
ally 
an 
intelligent 
animal. 


"They learn quick and are 
smarter 
than 
most people 


think," he said. 
He doesn't 


have names for any of his pigs 
but just enjoys every aspect of 
the work with them. 


Peter started his project Feb. 
9, 1968," his mother said. "He 
has a nice way with the pigs 
and sheep. His understanding 
and patience with tfc« pigs helps 
a lot. I MBk n* might be- 
come an agriculture teacher 
or veterinarian." 


The family is naturally proud 


of Peter's efforts. His sister, 
Louise, 26, who works with a 
telephone company in computer 
operation in San Francisco 
Mating Calls 
Of Insects May 
Lead To Con fro/ 
RIVERSIDE — University of 
California scientists here are 
recording the mating call of the 
beet leafhopper, spreader of 
economic havoc in sugarbeets, 
tomatoes and other important 
crops. 
By studying the insect's sound 
patterns, University of Califor- 
nia entomologists hope to con- 
fuse populations of the pest at 
mating time. 


Beet leafhoppers carry a virus 
disease, curly-top, which caus - 
es up to $10 million in damage 
yearly in the United States.

Anthology Program 


Successfully A dapted 


NEW YORK (AP)— Network 
television’s big attraction ear­ 
lier this week was CBS’ spec­ 
ial adaptation of "Spoon River 
Anthology.” The challenge for 
the viewer was to stay with the 
TV set through the hours that 
preceded the broadcast. 
But the CBS special was worth 
the struggle. 
The collection 
of epitaphs by which poet Edgar 
Lee Masters told the stories 
of the people in his imaginary 
Illinois town of Spoon River was 
given unusual and effective 
treatment. 
A company of four versatile 
actors and two folk singers sat 
or stood on a stage whose sim­ 
ple background suggested the 
cemetery on the hill about 
which Masters wrote. The ac­ 
tors — Charles Aldman, Jason 
Robards, Joyce Van Patten and 
Jennifer West-took turns read­ 
ing their stories or delivering 
their messages. 
Some very funny and others 
tragic. There was irony, senti­ 


ment, mischief and even a bit of 
history In the stories of the 
Spoon River folk. Robards, for 
instance, would be a respected 
townsman who was really a se­ 
cret drunk one 
minute, and 
then, with no more props than a 
pair of gold-rimmed 
spec­ 
tacles, come up a few minutes 
later as a religious fanatic. 
With nothing more than a hat, 
a shawl or a change of voice, 
they were able to present a 
portrait gallery. 
We laughed 
at a hen-pecked man who could­ 
n’t lose his wife; suffered for 
the young soldier who died in a 
Philippine jungle; sympathized 
with the runt who, when he be­ 
came a judge, "made it hard” 
for tall men who came before 
him. 
The short stories werebroken 
up with frequent musical mo­ 
ments by Hal Lynch and Naomi 
Caryl Hirshhom. They fitted 
the varied moods nicely. 
Aldman was basically respon­ 
sible for the whole hour.

Mlchener’s tale of the 50th 
state has had a curious career 
in the film world. Fred Zlnne- 
mann was originally scheduled 
to make the movie. Overwhel­ 
med by the Immense story— 
from the geological beginnings 
of the island to statehood — he 
decided it could be told only 
in two separate films. 
"But our financial people de­

More Enlightenment 
Needed In Programs

NEW YORK (AP)— The third 
in NBC’s series on “ The O r­ 
deal of the American City” at­ 
tempted to make some sense out 
of the dismaying and frightening 
disturbances afflicting many of 
the nation’s colleges. It may 
have released some heat, but 
precious little light. 
The 90 -minute program had 
frightening, effective film foot­ 
age of the turbulence at San 
Francisco State College. There 
was also some introspective 
talk by a teacher who stuck with 
the establishment in crisis and 
more from a compulsively out­ 
going colleague who joined the 
strikers. 
But what remains murky tothe 
television viewer who has sat 
through the nightly news shows 
and all the assorted documen­ 
tary treatments including the 
most recent is the real cause 
of the trouble. Is it profession­ 
al trouble m akers? Is it a fad 
like panty raids? Or is there 
something real and valid at its 
base? We hear the dissenters 


make their demands, hear the 
sociologists speak of the anger 
and impatience of the ghettos. 
But what a p p e a r s on our 
screens seem to be an assort­ 
ment of youthful show-offs most 
often dressed as if they were 
going to attend a masquerade 
party and chanting insulting Jar - 
gon and, when questioned, mak­ 
ing little sense. All of them 
seem to enjoy their brief mo­ 
ments in the TV sun. 
Then, via tape, we are taken 
over the familiar rounds of the 
other side —the college admini­ 
strators. But we hear little or 
nothing from the vast majority 
of students who are keeping 
away from the trouble centers 
and the cameras. There is little 
reflection of the public’s atti­ 
tudes, which must be under­ 
going some hardening. 


It may have tried to enlighten 
us but some of us came away 
with a feeling of sympathy for 
the San Francisco cops who had 
to wade into the unruly, insult- 
shouting mob.

ALL STARTED HERE — The 
arrows indicate the three strin­ 
gers that fell on Bayles while 
he was attempting to put the fire 
out at the church. Dan was on the 
outside of the church when it 
collapsed. He said “ stringers 
rolled off the roof like logs and 
struck me, breaking my back 
and neck.”

As it fell, 
Bayles was under the smoke 
and ashes as other firemen tried 
to get out of the way.
